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1.  *  Under  the  executive  direction  of  the  Director  of  Food  production  Adminis- 
tration, the  Conservation  Programs  Branch  will  be  responsilDle  for  formulating 
"broad  policies  and  developing  standards  and    criteria  which  will  serve  as 
g^aides  to  J?A  agencies  responsible  for  administering  "broad  programs  for  con- 
servation, development,  and  use  of  soil  and  water. 

2.  The  Branch  will  be  responsible  for; 

(1)  Analyzing  proposed  programs  and  projects  of  IPA  agencies  for 
wa.ter  conservation,  development  and  utilization,  drainage,  and  flood 
control;  making  on-site  field  surveys  and  inves tiga.tions  for  the 
purpose  of  determining  the  kind  and  extent  of  work  to  be  done  by 
each  HpA  agency; 

(2)  Appraising  the  need  and  determining  the  amounts  of  cona er^/ation 
and  critical  materials  needed  for  a  broa^d  program  of  soil  and  water 
conservation,  development,  a.nd  use  v;or'K:  as  a  glide  to  agencies  in 
formulating  current  program  requirements.    Recommendations  relating 
to  critical  naterials  will  be  made  to  the  Office  of  Materials  and 
Facilities,  Vfar  Food  Administration; 

(3)  Developing,  in  cooperation  with  the  Office  of  Labor,  WFA ,  policies 
relating  to  the  effective  use  of  public  labor  corps  on  soil  and  water 
conservation,  development,  and  utilization  v;ork,  including  the  kind 
and  extent  of  work  to  be  done; 

(4)  Analyzing  the  operating  methods  of  and  results  accomplished  by 
each  3PA  agency  and  ma"K:ing  recommendations  as  to  how  each  conservation 
progrejn  may  be  more  effectively  related  to  and  coordinat'^d  v;ith  other 
simila,r  programs; 

(5)  Maintaining  close  contact  with  research  agencies  working  in  the 
field  of  soil  a.nd  water  conservation,  use,  and  development,  and  aiding 
in  the  s^jimmarization  and  interpretation  of  research  results  pertinent 
to  effective  policies  and  programs  in  the  field  of  conservation, 
development,  and  use  of  soil  and  water; 

(6)  Representing  the  IPA  in  matters  perta,ining  to  soil  and  water 
conservation,  use,  and  development  with  other  Depp.rtments ,  agencies, 
or  groups; 

(7)  Cons^jLlting  with  the  Office  of  Land  Use  Coordination  on  matters 
involving  over-all  departmental,  or  interdepartmental,  policies  and 
programs.  X 
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
